Also it was the 
third straight year in its history that Central teams had won basketball 
awards.

From then on, the last year cham¬ 
pions showed themselves as likely contenders for the cup. Crescent was the 
leading team throughout and when Western was eliminated, the hilltop team 
was expected to polish Central off two straight. The Centralites, however, 
showed themselves as able opponents and defeated Crescent in the first of a 
best-of-three game final. They narrowly missed winning the series in the 
second game. Crescent came through though, and turned the tide to annex 
the Senior League Championship. 

Our Junior boys, showing a fine team spirit, won out in a round robin 
series after the three teams were all tied up in league play. Don Webber, 
who took over coaching duties after the third game, concentrated on funda- 
mntals which was very necessary in the smaller league. The never-over- 
confident Webber turned what was thought to be a mediocre outfit into a 
first class, championship aggregation. Nevertheless, it should be said that 
the Juniors had to extend themselves to win. The well-balanced squad came 
through in last second drives to secure victory. This should be a source of 
even greater praise to the Junior club, for a championship team is one that 
can win when the chips are down. 

The Eaton Trophy, emblematic of the Junior Interscholastic Basket¬ 
ball League, returned the second time in its history to the halls of Central. 
After a year’s absence, the trophy again returned to the fighting Purple 
and Gold. 
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Special tribute should be paid to Don Webber, coach. Don had the 
foresight to remain with a man to man defence system while both Crescent 
and Western used a tight zone defence. During the finals the Juniors were 
thoroughly jeered by the rival supporters because our guards passed the ball 
between them, forcing the other squad out. This was one of the deciding 
factors in the team’s success. 

Captain Bud Milner was the standout performer. His leadership and 
coolness under fire, plus his outstanding ability, labeled him as one of the 
most promising players in the Junior League. Keen-eyed Harry Webber 
and hard-working Rennie; Dawson are the other two players deserving hon¬ 
orable mention, playing brilliantly whenever on the floor. 

We hope that next year may see the return of the Senior Champion¬ 
ship to Central High, and also, we hope, the successful defending of the 
Junior Championship.
